IN MEXICAN PROVINGH,

BIG INCREASE IN NAVY.° 


British Naval Estimates Total 
$134,447, 000. 


“A. London despatch says: The 
Tritish naval estimates for 1904-5 
total $184,447,500, o net incrense of 
$12,160,000 over the estimates for 
19034. More than half the increase 
in the estinates is due, to the deter 
minition to pay the entire balance 
due on the recently purchased Chilean 
bettlesiips, on April 1, and to pro- 
vide them with ammunition for the 
next year. The remainder of the in- 
crease arises from expansion of the 
feet, incroase in pay of the &person- 
nel, and material. 

The estimates provide for a total 
of $58,270,880 for new construction, 
of which $8,210,415 will be devoted 
to the cammencement of new ships. 
The admirality will devote $9,050,- 
000 to the purchase of armor. 

Orders have already heen placed 
for nine submarine vessels in this 
year's programme, but the prepara- 
tion of special designs for the tenth 
mubmarine has delayed the placing of 
the contract. 

Satisfactory progress has been made 
in the oxperunents with oil fuel, and 
three old gunboats have been’ con- 
verted into tank ships for the stoning 
of oi) in some ports, WExtensive pro- 


vision is being made to furnish oil 
affont. = 
The Admiralty is considering the

REWARDS OF VALOR. 
Military Medals, Crosses and 


Pensions Awarded. 


In England the Victoria Cross was 
stituted Jan, 20, 1856, and is 
lawarded to those. officers or soldiers 
Jas have performed some signal act 
of valor or bravery in the presence of 
the enemy. Every oflicer or soldier 
who has received the cross is entitled 
to « pension of £30 a year. 

In Italy a gold or si - medal for 
bravery was first introduced into the 
Sardinian army in 1888, and it car 
ried with it a pension of 100 lire a 
year, equivalent to $20, payment of 
which passes to the widow of the 
veteran or his children under 15. 

In France the Legion of Honor was 
instituted in 1837 with a pension to 
lsoldiers who suffered emputation in 
consequence of wounds reccived in 
action of 100 francs a year for Hfe, 
in addition to their regular pay. 

In Germany the Order of the Tron 
s instituted March 10, 1813, 
The pen- 
sion is 150 thalers to officers and 60 
thalers to privates, : 

In Husslee the military Order of St. 
George was instituted in 1807 as a 
roward for officers and men who dis- 
tinguished themselves in battle. An 
additional pay of one-third is allow- 
ed to these who wear the cross. 

In Austro-Hungary the military Or- 
der of Merit was founded by TEmpor-

“I am quite in sympathy 
with the proposal, so far as it applies 
to young children butI belieye the 
most pressing need is the abolition 
almost entirely of home work. It is 
hardly the thing that when children 
are kept busy five hours a day they 
should be taxed with lessons at night, 
The effect is to make school lite un- 
happy instead of cheerful. Five bours 
aday at school should be quite suf- 
ficient forany pupil under 12 years, 
There is little use of agitating for a 
reduction of school hours where so 
many teachers are extending it by the 
giving of home work.

ONE ELEMENT THEORY. 

As an introduciion to the lecture 
the professor explained how in the 
sixteenth century the great aim of 
the chemists was to get good and 
! other precious metals from the ba:er 
metals. Faraday himself, who was 
Perhaps the greatest experimenter 
that had ever lived, was perhaps the 
first exponent of the single elemoit 
tleory. He noted the dilYerent qual- 
ities of. substance when in fluid and 
Vapour state, and wondered whether 
there was not porhaps a state as far 
above the vapor as the vapor — was 
abour the fluid. From Faraday’s 
| time there has been a growing be ief 
on the part of physicists that there 
was some ultimate common element, 
of whioh every substance was a form. 
As illustration of this the pro‘essor 
drew attention to ozone being only 
a different molecular formation of 
oxygen, to the allotropic forms of 
sulphur, and the similarity between 
the halogen elements. 

DIFFERENT RAYS. 

Before directly coming to  radio- 
activity Professor McLennan found 
it necessary to explain two sorts of 
vays, namely, those of a Crook's 
tube and the Roentgen rays. When 
a tube is nearly exhausted of air 
and a current of electricity is  al- 
lowed to pass through the negative 
end, there is a peculiar form of 
radiation, which if allowed to fall 
upon a piece of metal causes it to 
fluoresce, ‘These rays have beon 
found to travel in straight lines, to 
produce intense heat, to have the 
Power to pass through thin sheets 
of metal and to be deflected by a 
magnet. The latter fact was illus- 
trated by allowing a narrow pencil 
of the fays to fall upon a plate cov- 
ered with zinc sulphide, A bright 
blue spot was produced, which mov- 
ed when a inagnet was brought near 
the rays. The rays will also affect 
a photographic plate, and will cause 
on electroscope to be discharged. 
This is probably due to the fact 
that these rays have the power of 
;splitting up the molecules of the 
air Into its separate electro positive 
and clovtro negative ions. And thus 
if the electrtroscope is charged posi- 
tively it will attract the negativo

Of course, there can be no hard- 
and-fast rulo of to the quantity of 
food people ought to eat. It «do- 
penda partly on the digestion, part- 
ly on the power of the body to get 
energy out of tho digosted foad, and 
perhaps, more than anything lee, 
on the thinness or fatness of a man, 
and the kind of clothing he wears. 
Take a thin man wearing light 
clothes@and a fut man of the same 
hbody-surfaco wenving warm clothes, 
The former will lose ever so much 
more hect, and it ie the production 
of heat that needs the great bulk 
of the food. Therefore, the thin 
man must eat much more than the 
fat man.

Humours of the School Room. 


Examinations are a bugbear to the 
brightest schoolboy or schoolgirl, and 
the answers which are given to simple 
questions show how completely the 
children lose their wits when they are 
submitted to these written tests.

Mineral Production in Canada. 


A Decrease in the Value of the Output 
as Compared With Last Year. 


Ottawa, March 4.—The Geological 
Survey mines branch has issued the 
summary of mineral production of 
Canada for 1903. The total output tor 
the year is estimated at £63,226,510, be- 
ing a decrease of half a million dollars 
from 1902. The value of the metallic 
products is given as follows: Copper, 
$5,728,561 ; gold, $18,834,490; iron ore 
(exports), $922,571; pig iron from 
Canadian ore, $707,838; lead, $762,660; 
nickle, $5,002,204; silver $1,700,779; 
sine, 48,600. Total, $33,707,503. 

The total production of pig iron in 
Canada in 1908, from Canadian and 
imported ores, amounted to 298,885 
tons, yalued at $3,742,710, of which it 
is estimated 42,052 tons, yalued at 
$707,838 should be attributed to Cana- 
dian ore, and 255,833 tons, valued at 
$3,034,877 to the ore imported. 

Of the non-metallic products, the 
principal item is 7,996,634 tons of coal, 
valued at $15,957,946. The gold out- 
put fell off $2,250,000, as compared 
with 1902, due to the shrinkage in the 

roduction of the Yukon placer gold 
jelds, while there is oyer $1,000,000 
decrease in the value of the output 
credited to others of the metallic 
class, viz., pig iron, silver, lead and 
nickel. To offset this, the copper, iron 
ore and zine industries exhibit in- 
creases aggregating nearly $1,500,000, 
leaving a minus amount of a little 
over $2,000,000 against the metallic 
class as a whole, equivalent to nearly 
six percent,

BAKERS IN OLDEN TIMES 


Were Greatly Restricted, But Also 
Had Privileges. 


The profits of the bakers from very 
remote times were strictly a matter 
for legislatorial enactment. A gen- 
eral regulation was in force from 
the days of King John until the 
reign of Edward I., if not later 
throughout England, past the profit 
of the baker on cach quarter of 
wheat was to be, for his own labor, 


trained in the best Occidental schools 
and animated by a spirit not im- 
ported, but indigenous to the soil— 
the yamato damashii or soul of old 
Japan, which is invariably in evi- 
dence when there is fighting to be 
done.

Which Befell British Force 
in Nigeria. 

A London despatch says: Some 
interesting details have been received 
regarding the cutting up of Capt. 
O’Riordan’s party 
geria. From the accounts of survi- 
vors it appears that 90 of the force 
of 120 men worn either killed or sold 
into slavery. A native interpreter, 
whe oscaped and brought details, was 
himself chaincd up and sold as a 
slave, and only reached Lokoja after 
enduring terriblo hardships. 

He says that tho force was about 
to return when attackod, quite -un- 
expectedly, at breakfast. Mr. Amy- 
att Burney was shot through tho 
stomach, but with great pluck 
mounted his horse and rode for some 
distance with the column (which was 
by this time heavily engaged) until 
he fell off, dead, not having spoken 
a word since he was struck. With 
Great difficulty a litter was mado 
by tho troops, who, in addition to 
being harassed by tho enemy, were 
attacked by swarms of bees; but 
after two hours the fighting became 
so hot that the body had to be 
dropped. The little force fought all 
day. ‘Towards evening a square was 
formed, and the only remaining cart- 
ridges served out. At dusk Capt. 
O'Riordan was shot by a poisoned 
arrow, and diod soon afterwards. The 
remninder of the force was then over- 
whelmed.

Ontario farmers regarding the 
treatment of smut in oats. Exper- 
iments have been conducted at the 
College in order to ascertain the 
most efiectual remedies which can be 
used for this pest. Two varieties 
jof oats were selected in the spring 
{of 1902, and again in the spring of 
/1908, and uniferm samples from 
cach variety were submitted to 
;spoial treatments with the object 
of billing the spores of smut adher- 
ing to the grain. The various 
treatments were as follows : 

(1) Immersion in Hot Water.—For 
this treatment, the grain was placed 
in a bag, which was then immersed 
‘in water at about 115 degrees F. 
Soon afterwards it was placed in 
water which was kept at a tempera- 
ture between 180 degrees and 135 
degrees F. The grain was occasion- 
ally stirred and was allowed to re- 
main in the water for a period of 
fifteen minutes. It was then spread 
out on a clean floor to dry, where it 
Was stirred occa ionally. 

(2) Immersion in Bluestone Solu- 
tion for Five Minutes.—Iror No, 2 
treatment, a strong solution was 
mace by dissolii-g one pound of 
| Copper Sulphate (Bluestone) in ono 
| gallon of water, and then immersing 
; the oats in the solution for a period 
of five minutes. 

(3) Immersion in Bluestone Solu- 
tion for Twelve Hours.—In this 
treatment, the blustone solution was 
made by dissolving one pouad of 
blustonoe in 25 gallons of water, and 
the oats were immersed in this solu- 
tion for a period of twelvo hours. 

(4) Sprinkling with Bluestone So- 
lution—This solution was made by 
dissolving one pound of bluestone in 
10 gallons of water, which was used 
for sprinkling over the oats until 
they were thoroughly moistened after 
being carefully stirred. 

(5) Immersion in Potassium Sul- 
phide Solution. The potassium sul- 
phide treatment consisted in soak- 
ing tho seod for two hours in a solu- 
tion mace by dissolving 8 pounds 
of potassium sulphide in 50 gallons 
of water. 

(6) Immersion in Diluted Formalin 
TFormaldehyde)*—The solution of 
formalin used for the immersion pro- 
|coss was made by pouring one-half 
pint of the formalin into 21 gallons 
of water, and the seed oats were 
immersed in the solution for twenty 
minutes. 

(7) Sprinkling with Diluted TF or- 
malin.—One-hali/pint of formalin was 
poured into 5 gallons of water. Tho 
oats wore then sprinkled with this 
solution and carofully stirred until 
the grain was thoroughly moistened. 

(8) Untreated —Onoe samplo of oats 
of each variety was left untreated in 
order that tho Influence of the var 
lous treatments might be observed. 
Light lots of pats of each variety 
were, therefore, ased for this experi- 
ment. After Whe treatments had 
been completed q few hours, the 
oats were carefully sown on soparato 
plots. When the oats were coming 
into head, they were examined  fre- 
quently and all smutted heads were 
removed and carefully counted from 
day to day. The following table 
gives the total percentage of smutted 
heads of oats from each treatment :

BAKERS IN OLDEN TIMES. 


Were Greatly Restricted, But Also 
Had Privileges. 


The profits of the bakers from very 
remote times were strictly a matter 
for legislatorial enactment. A gen- 
eral regulation was in force from 
tho days of King John until the 
reign of Edward I., if not later} 
throughout England, that the profit 
of the baker on each quarter of 
wheat was to be, for his own labor, 


be sifted from tho meal. 

He was to add to tho primo cost 
of the wheat, for fuel and wear of 
the oven, tho price of two loaves; for 
the service of three men, he was 
to. add to the price of tho bread 
three halfpence, and for two boys 
one farthing; for the expenses at- 
tending the seal, one halfpenny; for 
yeast, one halfpenny; for candle, one 
halfpenny; for wood, threepenco; and 
for wear and tear of the bolter, or 
bolting-sieve, one half-penny.

METHOD OF STUDY. 


To acquire an easy reading knowl- 
edge of the language, with its im- 
mense vocabulary, in part borrowed 
from the Chinese, is a much more 
serious niatier. 

Those puzzling Japanese geograph- 
ical names become simple enough for 
the most part when resolved into 
their elements, and translated, as 
many of them can be. Most English 
speaking persons do not associate 
the name ‘‘Japan’’ with the name 
“Nippon,’’ that of the largest island 


of the empire. As a matter of fact, 
however, the name “Japan” is an 
English attempt to reproduce the 


Chinese name for Nippon, which is 
“Jih-pacn.’’ The name means ‘The 
Island of the Rising Sun.”’

Every Russian War 
Since 1866. 


General Alexei! Nicholavitch Kour- 
opatkin, who has just been appointed 
to the suprome military command of 
tho Russian forces in the Far Past, 
has since 1898 been Minister of War 
in the Russian Empire, He was edu- 
cated in the theory of arms at tho 
j best of the Russian military schools, 
trained to practice under the greatest 
of modern Russian warriors, General 
Mikhael Skobelefl, made a glorious 
record in, every important Russian 
war since 1866, and worked hit way 
up from sub-lieutenant in that year 
to the command of the army in 1897. 
His executive abilities have been put 
to the everest and most successful 
tests in the governorship of the 
Trans-Caspain district, and in the 
oberous office which is occupied at 
present, and he has worn more decor 
ations than any one breast could 
wear at any one time. 

Like most Russian officers, he comes 
from the ancient nobility. For cen- 
turies his family has played a lead- 
|e part in the local government of 
PskolY, where their ancestral estates 
are situated, 

Here he was born on March 17, 
1848. After completing the courses 
of the Cadet Corps School and of the 
Imperial Military College in St. 
Petersburg, he obtained a commis- 
sion as sub-licutenant jn the Turk- 
estan Rifles. He was than only eigh- 
teen.

CAPTURE OF SAMARCAND. 


In June, 1864, an expedition under 
General Chernaietf had been sent into 
that portion of what is now West 
Turkestan, which lay just aososs the 
then borders of Asiatic Russia. Tash- 
kend had fallen in June, 1865. Just 
before Kouropatkiri’s arrival on the 
scene the important victory of Irjan 
had been won by 8,000 Russians, ov- 
er 40,000 Bokharans, under their 
Emir. Kouropatkin participated in 
all the subsequent hostilities which 
culminated in the capture of Samar- 
cand, the Emir’s capital. <A treaty 
Was concluded, which left Bokhara 
politically free, but transferred Sem- 


various

iarcand to Russia, 


Kouropatkin returned to St. Pet- 
ershburg with the rank of lieutenant, 
to continue his military studies in 
the Academy of the General Staff. 
Tn 1871, as the most brilliant gra- 
duate of the academy, he was sent 
abroad to study military conditions

A sensational charge of ‘‘salting’’ | 
na gold mine ie the subject of an ac- | 
tion brought by the Stratton Inde- 
pondence Mining Company, of Lon- 
don and the Venture Corporation, 
against the Stratton estate. 

Ono million two hundred thousand 
pounds are clatired for damage sus- 
tained through fraudulent represen- 
tations, the chief of whith is the al- 
leged ‘‘Salting’’ of the mine in pre- 
paration for the. inspection ot the 
purchasers’ expert 

“Salting,” as it is generally 
derstood, is poppering surface 
with gold dust fired from « 
though there are various 
methods. 

The sale of the. Stratton Indepen- 
dence Gold Mine of Vi-tor, Colora- 
do, in 1899, was one of the recent 
years. Stratton was a carpenter. 
who had spent the greatest part of 
his life in unsuccessful gold prospect- 
ing in Colorado. His famous find of 
the Independence did not benefit him 
for long, for he died within a couple 
of years selling the mine for £2,000, 
000. 

At the time of the purchase of tho 
Independence by the English Com- 
pany the mine was examined in thei 
behalf by Mr. T. A. Riewid, ay Eng- 
lish mining engineer, who was then 
state geologist of Colorado. 
Wis report was that there 
70,000 tons of ore in sight, 
on an average 4} ozs. to the ton 
On this report, and believing that 
the surface ore alone was worth from 
one million and a quarter to ono 
million and three-quarter pounds, the 
English company paid Stratton £1.- 
000,000 in shares, which he immed- 
intely sold to the Venture Corpora- 
{ion for £2,000,000 sterling. ; 
Tt is now claimed on behalf of the 
Independence Company and the Ven- 
ture Corporation, who have - joined 
suit, that the mine has never reach- 
ed an average of 3 ozs. to the ton, 
and that although the mine has 
since viel’ed £2,000,000, and paid 
its shareholders over £800,000 in 
dividends, yet this is due to the 
opening of new shafts and workings. 
The allegations made against tho 
vendors are that the surface ore was 
“salted,” and that Stratton and his 
associates, Fmerson and Ramsay, 
made misleading representations.

County Councils Act. 


Ontario Government’s Amendment to 
Law of Last Session. 


Premier Ross introduced in the 
Legislature yesterday a bill to amend 
the County Councils Act. It alters 
the act of last session along the line 
indicated by the Premier when reply- 
ing the other day to a deputation of 
municipal representatives. Instead of 
giving Township Councils alone the 
power to abolish the present system 
of constituting County Councils by 
the election of representatiyes for 
County Divisions, it provides that 
upon a pabloriey of the township and 
village Councils yoting in favor of 
changing the system theCounty Coun- 
cil shall submit a by-law to the people 
at the next County Council election, 
If carried, the old plan of forming 
County Councils, with the exception 
that only Reeves and Mayors shall 
constitute them, will go into force.

For Organic Church Union. 


Will Presbyterians, Methodists, Con- 
gregationalists Unite ? 


Should the Presbyterians, Metho- 
dists and Congregationalists of Canada 
unite to form one Church? That was 
the subject of an informal conference 
of representative ministers and lay- 
men of those Churches held in the 
city of Toronto a couple of weeks ago. 
The answer to the question, according 
to the sentiment and resolution of the 
eonference, was affirmative, and the 
question of organic union of these 
three denominations will in conse- 
quence be raised in a more formal 
way and with practical ends in view. 


TO MEET CANADA'S NEEDS. 


Dr. Carman explained that this con- 
ference was both informal and un- 
official. He reyiewed the history of 
present movement, touching upon the 
efforts in the direction of the union 
previously made, the action of the 
last General Conference of the Metho- 
dist Church at Winnipeg in approying 
with confidence and hope of an effort 
looking to the co-operation and or- 
ganic union of the Methodist, Presby- 
terian and Congregational denomin- 
ations, and the action of both Presby- 
terians and Congregationalists along 
the same lines. 

Dr. Carman further expressed his 
own personal sympathy with the 
movement and his confident belief 
that such a union is not only possible 
but necessary, if the pressing religious 
needs of Canada are to be met. He 

resented the attitude of the Metho- 

ist Church, and, despite the difficul- 
ties, urged wise, progressive, confid- 
ent action. ° 

Mr. O'Hara, President of the Con- 
gregational Union, was heart and soul 
in favor cf such a union as would 
conserve the best in doctrine, polity 
and life in the three denominations, 
secure reasonable liberty for indivi- 
dual peculiarities and preferences, and 
guard against the waste of overlap- 
ping and competition. 


CHURCH GREATER THAN. SECTS, 


Principal Caven, a leader among 
those who fayor orgame Chure 
union, pressed the argument not only 
from the economy of the resources of 
the Churches, but the higher argu- 
ment from the definite prayer and ex- 
pressed desire of the Head of the 
Church that His followers might be 
one. He confessed his adherence to 
Calyinistic doctrine and Presbyterian 
polity, but to him theChurchof Christ 
is larger than any denomination, and 
ought to be broad enough to allow 
scope for individual preference, both 
in doctrine and worship, sufficient to 
meet every reasonable need, so long 
as what is fundamental to the Chris- 
tian life is believed and taught. He 
distinguished between what thay be 
believed and taught and what must 
be subscribed. 

Rey. J. W. Pedley saw in the move- 
ments of recent years the way being 
prepared for the larger Church unions. 
Theological controyersies are of the 
past. The success of Presbyterian- 
ism and Methodism in Canada, theiv 
conspicuous and commanding influ- 
ence, notwithstanding their diverg- 
ence in doctrine and method, illustrat- 
ed the fact that not by differences of 
creed or organization, but by what is 
common to both Churches, success has 
been achieved. 


FULFILLMENT OF A LIFE-DREAM, 


_/* It would be the fulfillment of my 
life-dream, the answer to my life- 
prayer, to see these three Churches 
one in organization as well as in 
spirit,” said Chancellor Burwash. 
bi And the barriers are breaking down. 
There is no insurmountable obstacle 
either in the theology or in the organ- 
ization of the denominations. ‘The 
things upon which we agree are infin- 
itely more important than those about 
which we differ, and the bonds of our 
fellowship are stronger and more 
sacred than the points of our diyision.” 


LIEUT.-GOVERNOR APPROVES. 


His Honor Mr. Mortimer Clark ex- 
pressed the deepest interest in the 
purposes of the conference, and his 
confident expectation that after years 
would prove they were making his- 
tory, facing this great question in the 
spirit of cordiality and reverence. He 
instanced visits to points in western 
Oanada, where he found overlapping of 
the Churches to bea scandal. Look- 
ing ab the great need for strengthen- 
ing the institutions of religion through- 
out Canada and planting them in the 
newer districts, he could not but 
syuipathize with a movement, under- 
tuken by the soberest und most trusted 
leaders in the Churches represented in 
the conference, such as would best 
meet the need in the truest Christian 
spirit, He was sure that in after 
years he would look back with grati- 
tude to that preliminary conference 
and to the fact that he had some share 
in its deliberations, 


CONTINUED SEPARATION CRIMINAL, 


Dr. Cleaver read a letter from Rev. 
Dr. Rose, of Hamilton, in which he

Toronto, March 12.—A peculiar bill 
was introduced in the Legislature by 
Mr, Taylor Thursday. Tt provides for 
an amendmenttothe Game Protection 
Act by inserting a clause requiring 
eyery person, while engaged in hunt- 
ing or shooting, to wear a scarlet hat 
or coat, or a two-inch scarlet band 
around his hat, or four-inch scarlet 
bands around each arm, and also pro- 
vides that no person, while bunting or 
shooting shall wear fawn, brown or 
geeen or gray clothing. A penalty is 
provided of $20 to $50, The object of 
the bill is to prevent hunters from 
mistaking each other for deer ov other 
game and so to make shooting one an- 
other in the bush less liable to occur 
in the hunting season.

Spain, in which country scaling wax 
jbecame the object of a considerable 
trade with other countries under the 
name of Spanish wax. If shellac be 
compounded into sealing wax im- 
mediately after it has been separated 
by fusion from the palest qualities of 
stick or seed lac, it then forms a 
better ond less brittle article than 
when the shellac is fused a second 
time. 
Hence sealing wax prepared in the 
‘East Indies deserves a preference ov- 
er what can be made in other coun- 
tries, where the lac is not indigen- 
ous. Shellac can be restored in 
some degree however to a plastic and 
jtenacious state by melting it with 
|a very small portion of gum thus 
(or parafin wax. The palest shellac 
should be selected for bright-colored 
sealing wax, the dark kind being re- 
served for black, 

The following formula may be used 
ifor making red sealing wax:— Take 
four pounds of shellac, one pound of 
| Venice turpentine, and three pounds 
of vermilion. Melt the lac*in a cop- 
per pan suspended over a clear char 
coal fire, then add tho turpentine 
slowly to it, and soon afterwards add 
the vermilion, stirring briskly all the 
time of mixing with a rod in either 
hand. 

In forming the round sticks of 
sealing Wax a certain portion of the 
mass should be weighed while it is 
ductile, divided into the desired num- 
ber of picces, and then rolled out 
upon a warm marble slab by means 
of a smooth wooden block like that 
used by apothecaries for rolling a 
mass of pills. The oval and square 
sticks of sealing wax are cast in 
molds with the oyal compound in a 
stato of fusion. The marks of the 
lines of junction of the mould box 
may be afterwards removed by hold- 
jing the sticks over a clear fire or 
}passing them over a blue gas flamo. 
Marble sealing wux is made 
jmixing together two, three, or more 
colored kinds while thoy are in a 
aomi-fluid. state, Irom the viscidity 
the several portions their incor- 
poration is left incomplete, so as to 
produce the appearance of marbling. 
Good scalingg wax is made simply by 
adding gold chrome instead of vermil- 
tion to the melted mass. Wax 
be scented by introducing a 
oseential “oil, essence of musk, 
other perfume. 
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In the morning cover the bottom of 
a pudding pan with ‘any kind of 
fruit (peaches or quince are very 
nice), and sprinkle with one-half cup 
of sugar. Pour the tapioca over the 
fruit, and bake one hour. 
with sugar and cream. 

Cream Toast.—Onc-half cup cream, 
one-half cup’ milk, one-half teaspoon- 
ful stal, a smal lump of butter. 
Melt the butter and tlten add enough 
sifted flour to make it still. Mix 
the milk, cream and salt and pour 
slowly over the butter and flour, 
keeping the mixture smooth by stir- 
‘ring. When thickened, strain and 
pour over toast. Serve hot. 

Hamburg Steak.—Chop round steak 
fine and season with salt made into 
patties, brush with white of an egg, 
fry in butter in spider.

How to Boil a Mam.—Put the ham 

into a boiler two-thirds full of cold 
water, set on the stove and boil 
slowly six or seven hours, keeping 
the same amount of water by filling 
with hot water as it boils away, then 
leave the ham in the water after it 
is cooked until perfectly cold, and 
you will find the meat nice and ten- 
der. Trim off all the outside of the 
ham before putting it on to boil. 
! Angel Cake—Sift one teaspoonful 
of cream of tartar in one cup of 
flour five times, one and three-fourths 
jcups of sugar and the whites of elev- 
‘en eggs beat the whites to a stiff 
‘froth, add the sugar and then the 
flour, and one teaspoonful of vanilla; 
bako in an ungreased pan fifteen min- 
utes. Turn the pan upside down to 
cool, restingy it on something so that 
the air can pass under as well as 
over the pan. A good way is to have 
a tinner put some legs on the top 
of the pan. 

Scalloped Cauliflower.—Break the 
cauliflower into small sprigs and 
cook in boiling salt water until ten- 
der, place the pieces in a buttered 
pudding dish and pour over them a 
sauce made as follows: Mix well to- 
gether one-half pint of bread crumbs, 
one pint of sweet milk, one beaten 
egg, two teaspoonfuls of salt and a 
little pepper. Bake until slightly 
browned. One cupful of diced chieken 
or veal udded to the sauce makes oa 
great improvement. When this is 
used allow an extra cupiul of milk 
and a little more seasoning.

Susquehanna River Sweeps Every- 
thing in Its Path.

What are the reasons for this un- 
Satisfactory #tate of affairs? In the 
fret place we have increase? the 
weight of our cheese, and at tho 
same time reduced the strength of 
the box by using thinner veneer and 
an tnferior . quality of elm. — It ie 
evident also that there are many box 
makers who shave never properly 
learned their trade, as a larga pro- 
portion of the boxes is 

ONLY HALF PUT TOGETHER. 


The increasing cost and scarcity of 
elm and the demands of cheese mer 
chants for’ a cheap box, have induc- 
ed the veneer cutters to reduce the 
thickness of the veneer, until much 
of that now offered for sale is en- 
tirely too flimsy for the purpose. It 
should never be cut less than full 
five to the inch. A great dea) of it 
is six and some even seven to the 
inch. 

Another fault in the veneer is that 
the log is often not boiled sufficient- 
ly to softon the wood; consequently 
the vencer knife shatters it while 
cutting, and gives it a tendency to 
split easily. Another result of in- 
sufficient boiling or steaming is that 
the salts of the wood are not ex- 
tracted; consequently boxes made 
from such stock mould very readily. 

“When I began buying boxes for 
the cop] curing room,’”’ said Mr. 
Ruddick, “1 ‘insisted on getting 
heavy selected veneers. The box- 
makers tried to persuade me to ac- 
cept the thin veneer, some claiming 
{that it would stand more rough ue 
age than the thicker material. I 
have had to give two cents abore 


wero 
cars and not left standing four or 
five tiers high, to be thrown down 
and smashed by the first shunt. 
Hundreds of boxes are broken in 
that way. I believe there is almost 
enough wested in trimming boxes, 
either in the cheese factory, or at 
the warehouse to make up this 
DIFFERENCE OF TWO CENTS. 


Boxes are now worth at least one 
cent per inch in depth, and that part 
which is cut away is absolute 
waste.’ . 

If boxes are not thoroughly dry 
when put on the cheese, the growth 
of mould is started. This is particu- 
larly the case in cold weather when 
the boxes dry slowly. 

In aiming to have the cheese fit | 
the boxes without trimming, it is) 
well to remember that a box, which 
measures twelve inches deep when 
newly made, will ehrink to eleven 
and o. lialf inches as it dry ovt.

NERVOUS EXHAUSTION. 


It is Simply a Tired State of the 
Nerve Centres. 


One of the troubles which it is the 
fashion to class among the ‘‘diseases 
of modern life,’’ but which has  ex- 
isted without doubt in more or less 
marked degree since man became civ- 
jlized, is nervous exhaustion, or neu- 
rasthenia. Like hysteria, nevrasthe- 
nia is popularly regarded as some- 
tuing which betrays a weakness of 
will-power on the part of the suficrer 
of which he or she ought to be thor- 
oughly ashamed.

Want the Law Amended. 


License Holders Ask for Changes. 


The license holders of the Province 
have submitted to the Goyernment a 
nuinber of amendments which they | 
would like to see made in the license 
Inv.

The above letter is both unique and 
interesting, and a few words of explan- 
ation will be appropriate. Mr, Viau is 
a thorongh French Canadian and has 
only recently taken up the study of the 
English language. The Wire Fence 
referred to was built by him over four 
years ago. Lt was thoyery first piece of 
Frost Fence erected in Beauharnois 
County, was put up mainly for a test 
and, of course, the very worse place to 
be found was the one selected. As per 
the letter, an orchard near Mr. Viau’s 
house was the chosen spot, the drifts 
here in the winter time being often as 
high as oight feet.

THE HARBOR 


is an oval inlet of the sea, two miles 
long from cast to west, and a® mile 
from north to south; it is surround- 
ed by hills of varying clevation, and 
its sole entrance is on the southern 
side by a narrow channel guarded at 
the south-western end by a couple of 
dangerous reefs, and protected against 
bad weather by a narrow spit of 
rocky land known as the Tiger’s Tail, 
which runs diagonally across its 
northern extremity. This harbor, 
however, was so shallow that until 
extensive dredging aperations had 
been undertaken no vessel of any size 
could enter; even now there are 
berths for but three battleships in 
addition to smaller craft. For this 
reason the major portion of the Rus- 
sian fleet has always been forced to 
lie outside the heads, or else enter 
the large swing basin or wet dock, 
which lies to the east, facing the en- 
trance to the harbor proper. 

The approach to the harbor and 
basin is very confined, and from the 
nature of its surroundings is very 
easily defended.

Further it is moot 
point whether the dockyard could be 
damaged by high-angle fire; the 
works and arsenal lie s0 closely un- 
der the Kwangchin Hill that any 
projectiles so discharged would more 
probably range far into the town at 
tho back. From the land sido it is 
difficult to judge of the value of the 
defences, but it appeared to me that 
a determined foe might very conceiv- 
ably ke able to rush the place by a 
concerted attack from several points. 
But for these and other matters we 
must aWait the course of events.

Former Cruel Religious 
Rites in Mexico. 


While excavating for the founda- 
tions of the new palace ef Public In- 


struction and Justice ia the city of 
Mexico, the workmen eame upon 


a 
huge stone tiger, which was removed 
with great car it is one\ef many 


relics of the religion of the, people 
who 


dominated thet region before 
the advent of Cortez. The image is 
carved out of black basalt, » kind of 
Java, and is seven feet six inches 
jong and three feet thick. In the 
hollow of the back is o depression 
17 inches long and 10 inches i 
In the bottom of this ‘‘eup’’ are 

the emblems of the ancient 
Tezcatlipoca, the patron of 
warriors. ‘Ihe tiger was doubtless 
Placed in some temple erected to 
that deity, and archacologists — be- 
lieve that it served as a vase to re- 
ceive the hearts of human sacri 
The entire stone, which wei 
tons, was probabiy painted 
colors of a living tiger. Two of 
most famous objects 1ecovereéd on 
the site of the city of Mexico more 
than a century ago resemble colossal 
millstones in shape. ‘They are round 
and flat. One, which has heen moun- 
ted in the Mexican muscum in a ver- 
tical position, is covered with cary 
itgs which are interpreted as intenc 
ed to represent the Zodiac.

'The word Dragoon was first used 
sfof a regiment of mounted infantry, 
so called from the dragons, or short 
,januskets, with which they were arm- 
od. he head of a dragon, wrought 
on the muzzle of the muskets, seem- 
ed to spit fire, and at one time was 
depicted on their standard. 

Hussar is a Hungarian word, 
meaning originally a free-hooter or 
fiee-lauce.

At the Canadian Institute on Satur- 
day night, Mr. W. E. H. Carter, of 
the Ontario Bureau of Mines, gave a 
comprehensive reyiew of the mineral 
wealth of the province. Last year, 
said Mr. Carter, the nickel output of 
Ontario was 6,998 tons, considerably 
more than half the world’s supply. 
Recent deyelopments indicated nickel 
ore reserves, Which ensured an inex- 
haustible supply for many years to 
come, A new smelter now nearly 
completed would reduce about 1,100 
tons ot ore per day. 

The gold areas of the province, Mr. 
Carter said, were at present abnor- 
mally inactive. Hardly any of the 
stamp mills were in operation, The 
reason for this he attributed to un- 
business-like methods, particularly in 
Western Ontario. Mine owners had 
not paid sufficient regard to the nec- 
cesity of employing as mine managers 
only duly qualified mining engineers. 

Mr. Carter also referred to the grow- 
ing importance of the mica mines 
in Frontenac, Leeds and Lanark 
Counties.

Main Thing Don’t Worry. 


From the Ottawa Journal. 


Amongst 820 patients last year to 
the insane asylums of Ontario the 
cause of insanity in 153 of these was 
directly traced to worry. 

Ontario statistics classify and sub- 
divide this worry into sub-heads, un- 
der religious, business, love, domestic 
troubles, and 6ther causes of mental 
discomfort, but the plain word worry 
in each case expresses the cause of the 
mental unbalancing ot the patient. 

The next active agent in making 
men insane was intemperance, whose 
victims number 45, 

The fact that the largest single con- 
tributing cause to Ontario’s insanity 
was worry shows the evil of troubling 
over adverse conditions that cannot 
be bettered. Some men find it possible 
to keep a mental poise and an aloof- 
ness from worry even in the most dis- 
tressing combination of circumstances, 
and it is these men that most frequent- 
ly surmount and oyercome their dif- 
ficulties. 

The cause of seventeen cases of in- 
sanity in Ontario last year is given as 
overwork. 

We do not believe it. 

Men have, and earnest men will, 
very occasionally kill themselyes by 
oyerwork, but that a man may be 
driven insane by over-application is 
very much open to question. It is 
worry that kills, not work. 

Those seventeen cases of overwork 
insanity should be transferred to the 
worry column.

Stories Connected With a Historic 
Scottish House. 

The death is announced of the Barl 
of Strathmore, at Bordighera, Italy, 
where he had been staying for the 
pake of his health.

Tamerada, distinguished himself at 
tho land attack on Wei-hai-Wei by 
his refusal to give up his work. At 
the outset of the battle he was slight- 
ly wounded in the face by a spent 
bullet. Te was directing a stall of 
nurses at the time, and he would 
hardly stop even to bandage his 
head. Then he marched up to the 
rear of the firing line with the am- 
Dbulances and was twice wounded, in 
the right arm and the shoulder, with- 
in a few minutes. Two of the bear- 
ers rushed up with a stretcher and 
Wanted to carry him back to the 
field hospital, but he refused to go. 

“T am needed hero,’’ he said. 

“Can't stop my work for trivial 
wounds like these when there are so 
many men far worse than I who need 
me.” 
And he went on steadily, binding 
up wounds, issuing supplies to the 
nurses, and generally directing the 
medical work. His own wounds bled 
freely, and at last he sank exhausted 
to the ground. Still he refused to 
go on the sick list, and continued to 
give instructions and to exercise sup- 
ervision. 

One of the nurses called the atten- 
tion of one of the Japanese Generals 
to him, and that General sharply or- 
dered him to go to the rear and be 
properly treated. As a matter of 
wnilitary discipline he had to obey; 
but he stayea a few minutes to tell 
another doctor where he would find 
some necessary medical supplies, and 
while doing so went olf into a atad 
faint.

Take some light rough paste, roll it 
out into two cven-sized pieces, spread 
one with the mixture, moisten the 
edges, brush over with beaten cgg, 
cut into oven-sized squares, and bake 
for fifteen minutes. Serve hot. 

Oatmeal Biscuits.—Seven ounces of 
joatmeat; 5 ounces flour, 4 ounces 
butter, one. heaped teaspoonful of 
baking powder, one egg, pinch of 
Salt,-a little milk. Mix oatmeal, 
jflour, and salt together, Rub in 
butter, then well mix baking powder 
with ingredicnts. Beat the egg, add 
little milk to 
of pastry, roll to about 34-inch thick- 
ness, cut into squares, and bake in a 
moderate oven for about ten minutes 
or a quarter of an hour (add six 
ounces sugar, if liked). 

Stuffed Potatoes.—Wash and bake 
two or more large potatoes in their 
‘jackets."' Try them with a. skewer. 
Tf soft, cut off the top of each, scoop 
out all the inside with a teaspoon. 
Mash the potato you have scooped 
out, add to each tablespoonful half 
a tablespoonful of chopped tonguo, 
half a teaspoonful of chopped par- 
sley, a piece of butter the size of a 
Walnet, and a good dust of pepper 
and salt. If liked, one wall-beaten 
egg may be added also. Now care 
fully refill the ‘skins. Rebake till 
very hot. Serve. 

Turkey Soup.—Ingredients—Turkey 
bones and scraps, forcement, etc. (if 
any), two quarts stock (or water), 
salt, pepper, celery, onions, ~carrots, 
2 ozs. ground rice or arrowroot, vege- 
tables, or macaroni. Take the tur- 
Key bones and any trimmings, break 
them up small, put into dry sauce- 
pan with any dry forcemeat, or sauce 
you may havo left. Pour in two 
quarts stock (or water), bring gradu- 
ally to the boil, skim it, adding salt, 
pepper, celery, onion ‘and carrot, all 
to be simmered until the bones are 
clean. Strain and carefully free the 
soup frem fat, thicken with 2 ozs. 
ground rice or arrowroot made into 
paste with some stock (or water), 
and boil with the soup. Drop in 
somo vegetables or macaroni, boil a 
few minutes, and serve.

A RIDE TO THE GATES OF UN- 


KNOWN LAND. 


make the consistency | The Expedition Is Not a Picnic— 


Plenty of Hard Work and 
Discomfort. 


The special correspondent of the 


London Daily Mail, with the Thibe- 
the following 


tan expedition, sends 
account of the country from Chumbi: 

From Darjecling to Lhasa is 3864 
miles, These, as in the daminions of 
Namgay Doolai Raja, ure mostly on 
end. The road crosses the Thibetan 
frontier at the Jelap-la Pass (14,- 
600 fett), eight miles to the north- 
east. From Observatory Hill in 
Darjeeling, one looks over the bleak, 
hog-backed ranges of Sikkim to the 
Snows. To the north and north- 
west lie Kinchinjunga, and the tre- 
mendous chain of mountains that em- 
brace Everest. To the north-east 
stretches a lower line of dazzling 
rifts and spires, in which one can 
see a thin, grey wedge like a slice in 
a Christmas cake, That is the Jel- 
ap. Boyond it lies Thibet. 

There is a good military road from 
Siliguri, the base station in the 
plains, to Rungpo, forty-cight miles 
jalong the Teesta Valley. After that 
the path is a six-foot mule track, at 
its best a steep, dusty inclino, at its 
worst a succession of broken rocks 
and frozen puddles, which give no 
| secure foothold to a transport ani- 
mal, From Rungpo the road skirts 
a mountain stream for twenty miles 
along a fertile valley of some 2,000 
feet, through rice fields and orange 
groves and peaceful villages, now the 
scene of bustle and preparation. 


A RIDE IN THE NIGHT. 


Then it “strikes up tho mountain 
side and becomes a ladder of stone 
steps, over which no animal in tho 
world can make more than a mile 
and a half an hour.
